SAF-T STORAGE POWDER FOR GLADIOLUS BULBS 


As far as I know I am the only Gladiolus grower making and selling a storage powder for glads. This 
powder is put on the bulbs in winter storage after having the old bulb removed and cleaned for winter, not husked 
of the protecting covering.

When you dig your bulbs in the fall be sure to have them well dried out before placing in winter storage, and 
don’t neglect cleaning off the old bulb and roots on the base of the bulb soon after going into storage. Do not 
remove the husks before planting time in the spring. After cleaning, storage powder may be scattered over them 
at the rate of an ounce to 100 large bulbs. Don’t let your bulbs freeze at any time.
